Is one each for the youngcet. the old- 
cat, the shortest and the tallest bricU* 
married during th« course of the y*ar 
in the parish church. 


Candidates, if not resident In tb* 


parish, must take up residence* there 
at least six weeks before the nuptial 
knot is tied. 


Tn<* procedure followed U tiie e»- 


•ence of simplicity. At the close of 
the wedding ceremony the bride r*- 
tireji to the vestry in order to sign th« 
marriage register and to have h«r 
competitive qualifications ascertained. 
The "birth lines" as they are familiar- 
ly designated, show her age. but no 
documentary evidence of stature, how- 
ever authoritatively atteated. -can b* 
accepted. 
Proof rnu&t be forthcoming 


on the spot. For this purpose the can- 
didate has to submit to an ordeal, th« 
first part of which consists of remov- 
ing of her shoes. Then comes the un- 
doing of her hair until the tresses, 
length permitting, hang loosely over 
the shoulders. 


Thus temporarily bereft of part of 


her adornment, she steps on the meas- 
uring stand provided for this special 
purpose, and always kept on the prem- 
ises. Now comes the crux of the cere- 
mony. The judge carefully wields the 
Sliding indicator, and in the gentlest 
possible manner checkmates any sus- 
picion 
of 
unduly manipulating the 


head and feet. 


Measuring completed, tb* pastor en- 


ters the particulars in the brides' reg- 
ister. The entries close with, the end 
of each year, and it is an interesting 
group that wends its way to the manse 
on the first week day of the year to 
receive the dowries. 


The origin of this droll competition 


is decidedly interesting. One boister- 
ous winter day a wealthy local laird 
observed a young couple wending their 
way to church to be "made one." Cur- 
ious to know their circumstances, he 
made inquiries and learned that the 
mutual love of the ploughman and th« 
ex-servant lass was their principal as- 
set for setting up house. As a sequel 
the laird left at his death a legacy of 
$5,000 the interest of which he decreed 
was to be divided annually for all time 
coming into five equal portions, four 
among brides, as already mentioned, 
and the fifth to provide oatmeal, tea, 
sugar, etc., for the poor of the par- 
ish. 


This quaint custom, besides creating 


pleasurable excitement, does

AS ICCOMOMIC 


Accounting for the prevalence of 


th« uiauia for riches. Prof. F. W. 
Tauaaig 
of 
Harvard 
University, 


named four chief c-aux** contribut- 
ing 10 It: Love of comfort, deeire for 
distinction, the iuipuiiie to continue 
In active life and the passion for 
power. 
The dfslre for distinction, 


the speaker pointed out. frequently 
takes the form of snobbery, which la 
now "a factor of the first Importance 
in the economic world." "Each la>er 
In society deems itself better than 
that below and wishes to be as well 
thought of as that above. Each set 
decks itself with those outward sym- 
bols, from starched linen to stately 
mansions, which proclaim to the on- 
looker what stage of worldly ad- 
vancement has beet) reached." 


Considering the steady growth of 


these snobbish class distinctions ba- 
aed on wealth worship, the Ameri- 
can citizen may well stop and ask 
himself if, after all. money is any 
real test of worth .A system which 


the "scholarly class" of a 


country to live extravagantly lest it 


its social rating is paradoxical in 


a civilization based presumably on 
intellectual effort and achievement. 


Ancient Perfumes. 


Perfumes have played an important 


part in the beautiflcation of the people 
of all nations and ages. Egypt was 
the great mart for all perfumes. Even 
the dead were net forgotten, for the 
embalmed mummy was saturated with 
spices and scents, and sweet perfumes 
were 
burned 
before 
their statues. 


Those who could not afford this had 
scent bottles painted on their tombs. 


Most of the perfumes were thought 


by the ancients to have a medical va4- 
ue. 
Thyme was thought to have a 


tonic quality and lavender a soothing 
one. 
Patchouli was cheering, jasmine 


stimulating, while heliotrope was irri- 
tating, unless used in small quantities. 
Some people today believe that sandal 
is a tonic, and its virtue was known 
to the Greeks, who anointed them- 
selves with It when they entered the 
Olympian games. 


The Jews excelled all in their love 


of perfumes, for night and morning 
they burnt sweet incense of myrrh 
and their beds were perfumed with 
aloes and cinnamon. So indispensable 
were scents considered for the bridal 
toilet that one-twelfth of the dowry 
was set apart for the purpose. The 
trade in perfumes was enormous in 
Greece. Like the Egyptians, they un- 
derstood the fascinations of flowers, 
and an Athenian not only perfumed 
his house, but scented his drinking 
vessels with myrrh, the gum of a tret 
which grows in Arabia. 
To such an 


extent was the love of perfumes car- 
ried that each part of the body had its 
special perfume. 
The hair required 


wild thyme, the neck and knees sweet 
majoram, the same balsam, the cheek 
and the breast palm oil, the feet and 
legs sweet ointment. The perfumers 
shops in Athens were the rendezvous 
for the beaux to discuss politics and 
intrigue. The love of perfumery spread 
to the Romans and the business be- 
came so great that a bunch of sago 
denoted their shops. 
A Roman lady 


frequently kept one slave to sprinkle 
her hair. Nero had a rare device of 
ivory leaves which shed iweet scenta 
over his guests. 


In the time of Elisabeth perfumes 


were very rich and numerous. Civet, a 
scent taken from the civet cat, and 
musk are often mentioned in the liter- 
ature of that time. Perfumed glove* 
were In vogue then, and tho queen had 
her portrait scented with them. Even 
her shoe* were made of leather steeped 
in scented oils, which permeated the 
skin.

cease to be slang and need no longer 
be Inclosed in apologetic quotation 
marks, says the Chicago News. It is 
true that "graft" as used In slang 
many years ago meant "work," be- 
coming debused in thieves' patter— 
as In "What is your graft?"—but 
its new meaning la much broader. 
"Boodle," which went into the dic- 
tionaries several years ago, .means 
money obtained by bribery or other 
action at once Immoral and illegal. 
Graft need not be Illegal and the Im- 
morality it implies may be of a mild 
kind. It Includes everything. In fact, 
from bribe-taking to receiving minor 
favors, from running an insurance 
business on the New York system to 
the transfer of peanuts from the cor- 
ner stand to the policeman's capa- 
cious pocket the word was needed 
and its adoption in the modern sense 
Is a characteristic sign of the times.

The question is 
whether the deposits are of sufficient 
value to justify mining operations. 
Thus far this has not been the case 
In the country, the stones being 
found only occasionally in alluvial 
material and drift. The discovery of

United States would be most appro- 
priate, since this country leads the 
world lii the purchase of brilliants. 
Geologists say there is no reason 
why diamonds should not be found 
In paying quantities in this country,

known as black diamonds. 


GRAFT IN THE COLLEGES.

letics is pointed out in some remarks 
of President H. C. King of Oberlln 
College at Milwaukee.

DOMESTIC TRAITORS. 


Wife desertion, the most despica- 


able of social crimes, is declared to 
be on the increase in this country, 
says the Pittsburg Gazette. In Chi- 
cago alone It Is said there are 14,- 
000 women who have been deserted 
by their husbands and are struggling 
to make a living. According to a 
school superintendent, wife deser- 
tion is one of the principal causes of 
truancy. The education of the child- 
ren is neglected and they become ac- 
quainted with vicious companions, 
eventually drifting into lives of 
crime. 


Efforts are under way to Increase 


the penalty for the offense and stim- 
ulate arrests and prosecutions. The 
husband who is faithless to his trust 
should be given punishment 
suffi- 


ciently severe to serve as a deterrent 
to others.

The story of our navy is one of 


splendid 
deeds. 
From 
.the 
days 


when it swept 
the decks of King 


George's superbly 
appointed 
ships 


with a merciless fire, to the precision 
of the gunnery that destroyed Spain's 
proud cruisers, the story is the same. 
The glowing track of its victories ex- 
tends around the world. 


In times past, we created 
fleets 


from almost nothing and amazed .the 
greatest sea power in ihe world by 
their effective audacity. 
The officers 


who fought these 
ships 
possessed 


very little knowledge of the science 
of navigation, but they knew how to 
avoid the dangers of the ocean and 
to find their way across the trackless 
deep. 
Without the romance that at- 


taches to Them, they were practical, 
honest, rough sailors and hard fight- 
ers. 
Powder and shot, cutlasses and 


boarding pikes, were their arguments, 
and they fought at 
close 
quarters. 


The crews that manned their ships 
were 
hardy mariners 
and fisher- 


men, gathered along the 
coast 
and 


they. too. fought with 
the 
courage 


and patriotism of their commanders. 


Yard-arm 
to 
yard-arm 
off 
the 


rugged coast of Now England; amid 
the fogs of German seas; in the pur- 
ple reaches of the Mediterranean, un- 
der snowy canvas beneath the South- 
ern Cross; or amid the strange archi- 
pelagoes of the Far East, no Ameri- 
can vessel has ever been lost in {air 
combat. 


The following 
sketches 
are 
de- 


signed to revive memories of the past 
that should never grow dim with the 
lapse of time, and to perpetuate the 
deeds of heroes who. from the first 
gun in ;he War of the Revolution to 
the picsent time, have made our flag 
known and respected in all portions 
of the globe, upholding it sturdily in 
the face of overwhelming odds, and 
defending it frequently with their life 
blood. 


The first battle was fought back in 


3772 in Rhode Island. 
The men of 


Providence had disguised 
themselves 


as Indians and rowed out in 
boats

Gaspe.

armed, not with guns, but iwith cobble 
stones! 
Yet 
they made the ship 


their own. 
It was from them that 


the Boston tea party copied its idea. 
The men of the tea party, too, dressed 
like Indians 


THE LEXINGTON OF THE SEA 
The Si St. naval action in the War 


of the Revolution was fought outside 
the harbor of Machias, Me., on Mon- 
day. 
June ]2, 1773. Like the first en- 


gagement on land between the moth- 
er country, and the colonies, this first 
encounter on the sea 
was planned 


and carried out by the people, with- 
out orders from the 
Committee of 


Safety or from the 
Provincial Con- 


gress. 
Gen. Washington 
had 
not 


yet assumed command of the Ameri- 
can army heiore Boston; the battle 
of Hunker Hill was yet to be fought. 


Gen. Gage, 
commanding the Brit- 


ish forces occupying Boston, who had 
been reinforced by such experienced 
generals as 
Howe, 
Burgoyne 
and 


Clinton, now sent t w o sloops, 
eon- 


voyod by the armed cut XT Margarita 
to Machias for lumber. 


But the spirit that 
animated 
the 


men of Lexington was in tho hardy 
mariners and farmers of Machias as 
iwell. 
They 
gathered 
volunteers 


from neighboring settlements, under 
command ot Capt. Jeremiah O'Brien, 
half of thorn being armed with pitch- 
forks and axes.

Manley, who captuied the brig Nancy, 
Nov. 27, 1773, to sail from 
Marble- 


head. 


This was a fortunate prize for the 


needy patriots, as her 
cargo 
con- 


tained large quamiies of powder, am- 
munition, muskets 
and 
intrenching 


tools, besides several brass 
cannon 


and a thirteen-inch 
mortar. 
The 


following year this captain was pro- 
moted in rank and command. 


The first commander-in-chief of the 


United States navy was Commodore 
Esek Hopkins, appointed 
Dec. 
22. 


1775. 
One of his first exploits was 


the capture of New Providence, the 
prinicpal seaport of the Bahama Is- 
lands, then an English colony. 
He 


brought back a large quantity of mil- 
itary stores, also the English gover- 
nor as a prisoner of war. 
Hopkins 


is described as a testy old 
seaman. 


At one 'lime he was summoned 
be- 


fore Congress for investigation, but 
refusing to comply he was dismissed 
from the service in 1777. 


Capt. Silas Talbot. descendant of 


the custodian of 
Mary, 
Queen 
of 


Scots, i.vas given command of a fire- 
ship . With i: he fired the King's 
ship Asia at the mouth of the Hud- 
sen. For this he received a vote of 
thanks from Congress and the rank of 
major in the army. 
He at one time 


commanded 
the 
renowned 
frigate 


Const u at ion. 


Commodore John Barry, command- 


er of the Alliance, after the shooting 
away of her United States flag, cap- 
lured the 
Atalanta 
and 
Trepasa. 


He ha\ing been wounded during the 
engagement was carried below. 
One 


of his lieutenants reported the shat- 
tered condition of 
the 
vessel 
and 


asked it the colors should be struck. 
"No!" 
thundered 
the 
indomitable 


hero, "and 
if the ship cannot be

JOHN PAUL JONES AND HIS EX- 


PLOITS 


It was on the morning' of Feb. 14, 


1778 that the Ranger, the fchip pre- 
sented by Portsmouth to tho United 
States Congress sailed 
into French 


waters and received the fiiat salute 
.o her flag, the Stars and SiripfS. 


Pan! Jones had been 
tho first 1o 


hoist it on any ship, ho would he the 
first to see an Old Woild nation greet 
it. 
So, hoisting ;hc 
Stars 
and 


Stripes tf> the mast head, Paul Jones 
sailed in one little ship through the 
wholo French squadron. 


.Then, as the fo»v cannot spoke with 


tiny spits of reel, ho hoard, like joyful 
music in his oars, the answering roar 
iha; flamed from 
the 
high-walled 


ships of Franco. 
It 
was a 
proud 


moment for Paul Jones—a proud mo- 
ment for America! 


It was in April, 1778, 
that 
Paul 


Jones sailed up tho 
Irish 
Channel, 


oai ;uring .prizes as he went. 


Other Americans had attacked 
tho 


Englishmen at liioir very doors, and 
had so frightened the English that 
insurance rates on vessels 
rose 
to 


iiwonty-fivo per cont ftnd ships would 
not cross tho Irish Channel without 
a convoy, something which had never 
happened before, even in 
the 
wars 


with nearby France. 


Hut Paul 
.Tones 
'was 
to 
eclipse 


Hum all. 
He at onco set al>mit 
a 


plan MO bold that it was almost reck- 
less, lie seemed not to know1 what 
fear was. 
Tho greater the danger, 


n'ho higher rose his courage, the cool- 
er grow his head. 


Once, 
wlien 
Congrc-sn 
promised 


him a ship, he said "Give me a fast 
one for I intend 
TO go 
in harm's 


way!" And he always did. 


His plan was no less than this—to 


enter with 'his one 
little ship 
the 


harbor of Whitehaven and burn all 
'the English vessels anchored 'there. 


At midnight, on April 22, 177S. he 


sailed into the harbor, went ashore in 
row-boats with only a handful of men, 
scaled the batteries, seized the sentin- 
el, locked up .the astonished soldiers 
in their barracks and spiked the can- 
non, 
t 


Then Jones left his lieutenant to 


fire the shipping and he himself, with 
oTTTy one man to aid him. stole for- 
ward to capture the fort! No one was 
stirring on the rampart. 
Silently he 


spiked the cannon and silently stole j 
away. 
On their return to ,:he shore 


no blaze of 
shipping greeted 
their 


eyes, the lieutenant having failed in 
his duty. 


Rushing to a house nearby. Jones 


seized a brand from the breakfast fire 
and climbed wuh 
it 
on 
board a j 


schooner at the wharf. 
Calmly he 


sat down in the stern and kindled a 
blaze. 
Then he hunted tip a barrel 


of tar and poured it, en the flames to 
make the work complete. 


In ithe summer oC 1779. Jones sailed 


from France. 
Again he w-as off tne j 


coast of Scotland, this time on 
the j 


(•astern side. 
Hearing of some Eng- 


lish warships at Leith he resolved to i 
seixe them and the ;own 
of Leich, | 


also.

A rich man of the place, seeing the j 


fleet draw near 
and thinking that | 


they were English ships, sent out a ' 
b.i3i wi'h a request for ammunition ' 
to defend himself against "The Pi- '; 
rate, Paul Jones." Jones sent back 
a. Keg o." powder. 
He was sorry, he 


told the 
worthj- Scotchman, t'.iat he j 


had no suitable she;. 
Soon after he ; 


summonded vhe town to 
surrender. 


And then the good people of 
Leith 


knew who he was. 


Up and down the poor folk 
ran. 


.frightened balf out of their wits. Bin 
at Kirkcaldy, a little tovvn near Leith, 
tbe pastor was equal to >;he danger. 
D'jwn 
to 
the 
beach 
he 
rushed, 


plumped down in 
his armchaid 
by 


the water and began to pray. 
This 


is the prayer he is said to have made: 


"Now, 
Lord, dinna ye think it is a 


shame for ye ;o send this vile piret 
to rob our folk o'Kirkcaldy? 
For 


ye ken they are puir enough already, 
and hae naething to spare. They are 
all fairly guid and it wad be a pity to 
serve them in sip a wa'.

here in a jiffy, and wha kens what 
he may do? He is nane too guid for 
onything.

ered togither, he will gang wi' 
the 


whole a't, 
and 
maybe burn 
their 


houses, tak' their ela'es, 
and

them to their 
sarks!

me! Wno knaws but the bluidy vil- 
lain may tak' their lives? 


"The nuir women are maist friglu- 


enetl out o' their wits, and the bairns 
shrieking after them.

rin ye dinna turn the wind about, and

The fives are formed In cones, ex- 


tending in 1-eight from 50 to 300 foe*. 
Many of them are in process of dis 
integration, and in some the exter- 
ior walls have been worn away to 
such an extent that the inner cham- 
bers are visible from the outside. 
Such exposed chambers, if they lie j 
fairly toward the sun, are used for 
drying grapes and other fruits. 


There are easily 50,000 
of these 


cone caves in Cappadocia. The caves 
were bored out with comparatively 
Httle trouble. One chamber, 25 feet 
long, 1?. feet broad and 10 feet high, 
was excavated by a single workman 
in the short spaco of thirty days. 


On entering the doorway of any of 


these cone dwellings, he gays, the 
visitor find himself within a spacious 
chamber, about the walls of which 
shelves 
and niches for the storage 


of small household effects have been 
cut into the stone. 
The stairways 


leading to the upper stories are like 
wells or rounded chimneys, and the 
ascent from the lower to the upper 
stories is made by means of ladder 
holes cut into the rock. 


The floors between the stories are 


usually thick enough to sustain anv 
weight that might be put upon them, 
but occasionally the excavators mis- 
calculated the thickness of a stoao 
floor, with the result that they had | 
to cut out one lofty chamber where 
they had intended to make two. 


As many as nine stories are to ba 


found to a single cone, but the usual 
number is two, three or four stories. 
The number of stories can always be 
indicated by the windows. The cave 
'dwellers utilize their windows as dovo 
emotes for pigeons, hosts of which flock 
ti* the places provided 
for them.

RAILWAY CASUALTIES IN 1906. 
A bulletin issued by ine interstate 


commerce commission presents some 
appalling statistics as to the fatalities 
resulting from railway accidents this 
year. 
During the first three months 


ol l!)o5. it is shown. 232 persons wero 
killed and 2,712 injured in accidents 
resulting from derailments or colli- 
sions. 
The casualties due to other 


kinds of railway accidents bring th^ 
total iiumber of victims up to 15,300. 
of whom 009 were killed and 14.397 in- 
jured. 


Improvements in railway service, 


particularly in the matter of provid- 
ing facilities 
for faster travel, arc 


common. Evidently the improvements 
iu safeguards to human life do not 
keep pace with them. 


The bare fact that of the accidents 


taking place during the three months 
noted, 3,108 were due to collisions or 
derailments—accidents that should b» 
preventable—is suggestive. 
Is it not 


time that the government took steps 
to put an end to the managerial de* 
ficiences which are responsible for 
this horrible sacrifice 
of life?—Chi- 


cago News.

injf pets do the little fellow* make. 
says the Scientific American. 
Un- 


llk« the young of other wild animals, 
which are sometime* domesticated 
when small, (hey grow very slowly, 
esiteclally when out of their natural 
environment, and are consequently 
well adapted for this purpose, as a 
number of years elapae before th* 
alligator is large enough to be trou- 
blesome or even dangerous. Alliga- 
tor* do not appear to be very Intelli- 
gent, the recognition of the person 
who feeds them in captivity .being 
about the limit of their mental at- 
tainment. The older ones are slug- 
gish and lazy, though they some- 
times tight viciously with each other 
and are capable of doing terrible ex- 
ecution when aroused. 


If properly taken care of, the 


young alligators will thrive even In 
unnatural circumstances. His main 
requirement is sufficient heat, and 
If the box or cage be kept at too low 
a temperature the little reptile be- 
comes languid and almost torpid, re- 
fuses to eat for long periods, and 
frequently dies at the end of some 
weeks. 
If, however, the tempera- 


ture of the air be warmed by the 
addition of a little hot water, he soon 
revives and attests his continued 
Interest in life by renewed activity 
and the reappearance of his appetite. 
Unlike the older members of hl» 
famii: . the young alligator in cap- 
tivity is quite lively; sometimes of 
an Investigating turn of mind, and 
usually combative, his antics are of- 
ten' diverting. If he can escape from 
his cage he will travel considerable 
distances, and unless overcome by 
cold will wander Indefinitely, sub- 
sisting as best he can. 


Many persons who have attempt- 


to keep young alligators have made 
the mistake of trying to feed them 
on a vegetable diet, for the alligator 
is first and last a carnivore. The diet 
of the young, who should be fed 
nearly every day, is simple, and con- 
sists of bits of fresh meat, Insects 
and worms. They often show great 
fondness 
for the ordinary earth- 


worms, and will frequently 
refuse 


all food but these. The larger speci- 
mens in captivity are fed about three 
times a week on fresh meat or small 
live animals and they require little 
attention other than that. 


The older ones, particularly the 


males, will, if possible, eat the small 
alligators with avidity, and to check 
these cannibalistic 
tendencies the 


reptiles must be properly segregated. 


Alligators seldom breed in cap- 


tivity, and while the females some- 
times lay eggs, the latter are usually 
unfertile. 
However, the eggs that 


have been found !n a natural condi- 
tion in the carious cone-shaped mud 
nests are easily hatched by the ap- 
plication 
of heat, and 
while 
the 


young are at first feeble and help- 
less, they usually survive if care- 
fully handled. Alligators live to be 
of great age, and there are a num- 
ber of authentic records where in- 
dividuals have been known to exist 
for nearlv a centurv.

of Seavey's Island, and 
i?

ectly in the path of vessels about to 
enter the dry dock, and the authori- 
ses .at the navy yard say ,;bat its re- 
moval will be imperative before 
it 


»-iii be safe for the largest battle- 
ships of the United States navy no at- 
tempt to pass it. 


' The fact that the ledge had not 


been previously discovered and chart- 
ed is explained here by 'the fact that 
until the removal of the ledge at Hen- 
derson's Point last year to clear the 
way ito the dry dock no 
soundings 


had been made for the passage of ves- 
sels of such depth as 'those now in 
use by the government."
